A Deed is an Inſtrument or Writing in Pa- 
per or Paxchment, Sealed and Delivered, to te- 
liitic the Agreement of the Parties thereunto for 
the matter contained in it. 

' And of Deeds there are divers kinds, ſome of Ip: inds 
them are indent cd, that is, cut at the top or of 
cither fide ; and this is the beſt way of making 
a Deed : and ſome of them are Poll, z.they are 
plain on every fide and at the top. 'The Deed 

; Indented is ſometimes of two parts, and ſome- 
times of three parts, and ſometimes of more 
parts, and commonly cvery party to the Deed
